DIVIDED INTO 


FORTY REGIONS 


Cork Professor Evolves a 


New Plan of Govern- 


ment For Island, 


Declares Plan Would Solve 


Ulster Problem, Which 


Is One of Many. 


Cork.—An original scheme of govern- 


ment for Ireland, proposed by Professor 
Alfred O'Rahilly, registrar of the Uni- 
versity of Cork, is arousing great in- 
terest in Ireland. 
The correspondent 
has been niformed- that the plan has 
been indorsed by many men prominent 
in the Sinn Fein movement, in which 
Professor O'Rahilly is a 
recognized 


leader. 
. 
Briefly, the scheme calls for an Irish 
confederation and, according to Profess- 
or O'Rahilly, who discussed it at length 
in an interview with the correspondent, 
it provides the 
only solution of the 


northeast Ulster auestion. 
Professor O'Rahilly is not opposed to 
the idea of partition. "Our proper at- 
titude," he said, "should be to insist on 
more partition. 
Ireland should be di- 


vided not into two but into 40 regions. 
By tradition, instinct, faith and circum- 
stances we ought to aim at decentrali- 
zation and regionalism and uphold the 
sovereignty of the people. 
"What many quite fair-minded Ulster 
business men fear is the possibility of 
an all-powerful central parliament in 


Dublin. And to toll the truth Cork mej 
are not really enthusiastic about a Dub- 
lin Westminster, nor are Connemara 
peasants likely to favor a central sover 
elgn assembly controlling all the minu 
tiae of Irish life. 
"it's a mistake to think there is mere- 
ly'an Ulster problem There are about 
40 problems. We are'a hetereogeneous 
people and to remain trhe to ourselves 
we must have far more local liberty and 
regional autonomy than is allowed in 
the ideal of a central parliament or two 
assemblies in Belfast and Dublin." 


In Switzerland, he pointed out, there 
are 22 sovereign states differing in re- 
ligion, language, size and economic po- 
sition, although Switzerland is only half 
the size of Ireland. 
"Every Irish 
county," he went on, 
"has as much right to partition as 
County Down or Belfast. The real ob- 
jection to the partition act is that it 
doesn't give Belfast and Ulster enough 
local liberty and power. 
In an Irish 


confederation they ought 
to get far 
more. 
The proposed federal system, Profess- 
or O'Rahilly said, might be either do- 
minion or republican. There would bo 
a federal assembly consisting of a na- 
tional council and a council of coun- 
ties.

Washing-ton, D. C.—The greatest fire 


trap known in the history of the United 
Stfctes resulted from the cyclone whieh 
swept the forfests of the Olympic penin- 
sula in the state of Washington on 
January 29, according to telegraphic re- 
ports received by the United States 
Forest service. 
A tremendous tornado." states Acting 


Forester E. A. Sherman, "blew down 
timber estimated at five to eight billion 
board feet, in a strip 75 miles long and 
SO.mUes wide, one billion board feet of 
which is within the Olympic national 
forest. 
If the loss is as great as an- 


nounced and latest reports tend to in- 
crease rather than diminish the extent 
of the' catastrophe, this is the greatest 
disaster ever recorded in the annals of 
forestry or lumbering." 
A wind velocity of 132 miles an hour 


was recorded at the North Head station 
of the weather bureau, near the mouth 
of the Columbia river, -which was part- 
ly destroyed by the storm. 
The ob- 


server at this station estimates that 
after his instruments were wrecked the 
wind increased in strength to 150 miles 
an hour. 
The highest .wind velocity 


ever recorded previous to this date on 
the Pacific coast was 144 miles an hour 
at the Port Mendocino station in Cali- 
fornia in 1886. 
The wind-thrown timber." said Mr. 
Sherman, "which, reports state, lies in 
a tangled mass over an area of 2.250 
square miles, is largely western hemlock 
and spruce, both of which are subject 
to rapid decay. Transportation is lack- 
ng for much of this region, and it :s 
doubtful whether any considerable pvo- 
sortion of the timber can be salvaged 
unless prompt 
action is taken 
The 
stand was exceeding1 heavy. Where the 
'ull force of the wind -was felt practical- 
y every tree was thrown down, and all 
•bads, trails and telephone lines were 
Completely obliterated. 
Much of this 


destruction is on land owned by private 
ndividuals and large timber companies. 
"Fgrrest service field officers report 
that, as far as is known, no one was 


illed by the storm, although there were 
many narrow escapes. A large num- 
ber of buildings were destroyed and 
some cattle killed 
It is believed that 
many of the elk -which inhabit this 
region \vere killed, or if not killed are 
lemmed in the down timber and debris 
and will slowly starve. The storm, zone 
reached entirely through the best win- 
ter feeding grounds of these animals. 


If fire should ever gain headway in 
this devastated area, the most stupen- 
dous conflagration ever known in this 
country would result. The topography 
is very broken and the blow-downs are 
n part at least known to be 'spotty,' 
with much fine timber uninjured. Fire 
would not only destroy all these islands 
of timber but would seriously endanger 
a vast surrounding stand. Fifteen bil- 
lion feet is exposed in the adjoining 
part of the Olympic-'national forest, be- 
sides large amounts on state and pri- 
vate lands. 
The destruction -would be 


likely to exceed even that of 1910, the 
most apalling fire season ever encount- 
ered by the forest service, when over 
four million acres of national forest 
land were burned over in the -west, and 
6 1-2 billion .board feet of timber, valued 
at nearly 15 million dollars, was lost." 
To meet this emergency 
situation. 
Secretary of Agriculture Meredith has 
requested the secretary of the navy to 
detail hydroplanes for an air survey of 
the storm-swept region in order that 
the amount of damage may be deter- 
mined, since it is impossible to traverse 
the uprooted forests on the ground. A 
request has also been made to the sec- 
retary of war that the railroad con- 
structed by the Spruce Production cor- 
poration, extending from Port Angeles 
to Lake Pleasant on the Olympic Pen- 
insula, be equipped with rolling stock 
and operated at its maximum capacity. 
This railroad is the one important line 
of communication into the devastated 
area, and will afford a means of sal- 
vaging a considerable amount of the 
down timber. 
The secretary of agriculture has trans- 


mitted to the secretary of the treasury 
an estimate to be submitted to congress 
for an emergency appropriation of $100,- 
000 to enable the department to employ 
patrolmen to guard 
the storm area 
against fire, to repair and construct 
roads, trails, telephone lines and other 
means of communication, and to salvage 
Government timber. 
Governor Louis F. Hart of Washing 


ton, 
it is reported, will also ask the 


state legislature for an emergency ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to open up the 
country and co-operate 
with 
private 
owners and the federal government in 
intensive fire protection. 


ARMENIAN BABIES IRE 


IN NEED OF CLOTHING 


Babies are suffering sorely in strick- 
en Armenia, according to Mrs. Rebecca 
McNaughton of Washington, IX C., who 
is in charge of a baby in Constanti- 
nople. 


From the Turkish capital Mrs. Mc- 
Naughton writes that the "Christma 
baby" that was iborn in the big house 
which is used as a refuge home, did 
not bring much joy with it. 


"The father died in November," she 
says, "and the heartbroken little moth- 
er was urged to stay in our Near East 
Relief home until her baby came. We 
feared that she was not going to live 
to see her child, but she is now -slowly 
improving. 
We had no pretty baby 


clothes in which to dress the tiny mite, 
so we made over an old colored skirt, 
almost the last garment left in our sup 
ply from the United States. 


"Our 
home is a big old Turkish house, 
draughty and sadly in need of repairs. 
Each of the many rooms harbors an 
entire famlily, Including often the aunts, 
uncles and cousins. The 'baby clinic is 
in a largo 'hall. 
We have a capable 


nurse in attendance at all times to dis- 
pense simple medicines and condensed 
milk. She is under the direction of the 
medical unit of the Near East relief. 
"It is distressing to have to write that 
I am giving away the last of my supply 
of clothing.

;n the Pictorial Review for February, 
says that the foulness which has crept 
upon th» screen Is due to the fact that 
the public wants just that sort of thing, 
or at lotet the exhibitors think the 
jublie wants it. 


Sidney Cohen, president of the Mo- 


tion Picture Theater Owners of Ameri- 
ca, replies to Mr. Hampton stating that 
the producer Is the one with the per- 
verted idea of what the American pub- 
ic wants. He says: 


"You must know that the exhibitor 


has a very limited choice in his pic- 
tures, if he does not want to put a lot 
of them on the shelf and run his busi- 
ness at a loss. Most pictures are never 
seen by exhibitors until run at their 
theaters. They are sold to the exhibitor 
six months or longer in advance of the 
actual showing. 


"Now as to the exploitation of the 
picture, you must know that the man- 
ufacturers through their publicity ex- 
ploitation bureaus, so-called, furnish to 
the exhibitor the most risque and often 
:he most ridiculous plans for advertis- 
ing and exploiting- the picture. If the 
exhibitor were not restrained by his 
common sense, and if he were to take 
literally the tons of printed advice that 
are hurled on him through the public 
itv mills of the producers, he would be 
in constant conflict with the penal law 
and spend much of his time .either in 
jail or arranging for his bail. 


"The exaggerated sex appeal as a 


sin against the common decency of the 
American people, must be laid at the 
door of the producer Taking your own 
method of reasoning, it is quite evident 
that the producers have misjudged the 
tastes and demands of the public, oth- 
erwise why would there be this uni- 
versal outcry against the low pitched 
appeal of 
the 
motion picture 
and 
against the exaggeration and degrada 
tion of sex'' 
"You seem to forget that we exhib- 
itors have absolutely nothing whatever 
to do with the titles selected for ob- 
jectionable pictures and, as you know, 
: ome of these titles are more objec- 
tionable than the pictures themselves. 
These titles are selected by the manu- 
facturers without in any way consult- 
ing with the exhibitor. Motion picture 
theater owners \vho 
have audiences 


consisting largely of families, are em- 
barrassed alfaioFt every day by the se 
lection of objectionable titles" 


Which ever is right it is true that 


the motion picture is sinking- to the 
level of the old time burlesque stage. 
On a thousand stieets today the poster 
advertising of motion pictures reminds 
one of lower State street, Chicago, in 
the clays when a longshoreman^could 
not pass without blushing 
Take Ninth stiee-t, Washington, for 
example 
Sex stuff of the bedroom va- 
netv is slopped all over the boards. In 
front, of one theater ibig 
posters of 
bathing ^irls indulging in horse play. 
Xb\v a bathing girl in a one-piece suit 
at the bear-h may be thinking onty of 
her swim, or if she is there to display 
her mtimnte chdrms her vulgarity is 
the less harmful because it is her own 
—it is not beiiiK sold at a ticket window 
for ten cents and war tax 


The saddest thing about the degen-' 


eiation of the movies is the fact that 
so much of it is unnecessary- It is not 
only unnecessary but is obtruded wan- 
tonly A recent comedy appearing in a 
Washington theater showed a girl put-, 
ting on a one-piece bathing suit during 
which she was for a time naked to the 
waiist 
Otherwise the picture was com- 
paratively unobjectionable. 
Take Kismet for instance. 
It is a 
great picture, dignified by the services 
of a great actor and developed with 
consummate art, but a harem scene. 
\vith women nude, or apparently nude, 
is brought into the picture utterly with- 
out warrant of necessity and actually 
breaking the continuity of thought. 
This does not tell half the story. Mo-

As usual the industry criticised is 
wasting its time assailing its critics.

ORDINANCE NO. 3198. 
By MESSRS. FAUST KNAUBER AND 


'RIGGS. 
Amending and Supplementing Section 


1 of Ordinance No 2800, an Ordinance 
"Determining the Manner of Park- 
ing Vehicles, Automobiles and Motor 
Vehicles." 
Be it ordained by the Council of the 


City of Newark, State of Ohio. 
Section 1 
That Section 1 of Ordi- 


nance 2800 be and the same is hereby 
amended and supplemented as follows: 


Xo vehicle shall stop or stand nor 


any automobile or motor vehicle be 
parked within the intersection of any 
street or alley, or within twenty feet 
of a street corner or twenty feet from 
the curb of anv alley in the district de- 
scribed in Section 3 of this ordinance. 


Section 2. A vehicle shall not back 


to make a turn or turn between street 
and alley intersections, if by so doing 
it obstructs traffic, but shall go for- 
ward to a street or alley crossing where 
a turn can be made without backing or 
obstructing traffic, and vehicles at all 
times, shall keep their right side to the 
curb; and when crossing from one side 
of the street to the other, shall do so by 
describing a semi-circle so as to head 
in the same direction as the traffic on 
that side of the street, and in the dis- 
trict described in Section 3 of this or- 
dinance, shall stop or -park with the 
front end at the curb and at an angle 
of sixty degrees with said curb. 


Section 3. That all tail lights on all 


vehicles operated 
or 
parked on the 
streets, avenues, thoroughfares and al- 
leys in the City of Newark, Ohio, shall 
be kept burning after thirty minutes 
past sunset to thirty minutes before 
sunrise, except in the district bounded 
on the north by the north line of Lo- 
cust street, on the south by the south 
line of Canal street, and an extended 
line to the east line of Sixth street; on 
the east by the west line of Front 
street and on the west by the east line 
of Sixth street, and for a space of 250 
feet on each side and in front of all 
churches and where churches are not 
situated on the corner of a street, a 
space of 250 feet on each side of the 
center of the front of the church. 
Section 4. That Section 1 of Ordi- 


nance No. 3007 be and the same is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


Vehicles going in the same direction 


with any street car, shall not pass be- 
tween such street car and the curb while 
a person or persons are going from the 
curb toward the street car track for 
the purpose of getting on such oar, or 
from the street car to the curb, or to 
enter the Safety Zone, or when such 
car has stopped for the purpose of tak- 
ing on or discharging passengers, until 
such vehicle has first come to a full 
stop; provided, that after coming to a 
.full stop, such vehicles may proceed 
as soon as the same may be done with 
due regard to the rights and safety of 
pedestrians. 


Section 5. That Section 18 of Ordi- 


nance No. 1979, be 
and 
hereby 
la 


amended to read as follows: 


Any vehicle standing at the curb in 
the congested district, where parking 
or stopping is not specifically prohib- 
ited by other ordinances or parts of 
ordinances, between the hours of 8 a. 
m and 6 p. m. shall be moved away 
from, such curb at the direction of a 
police officer or request of the owner 
of the abutting premises or his agent, 
t>r the owner or prtaprletor of the 
business, in front of which said vehicle 
is parked or stopped for a period of 
time exceeding one hour. 


Section 6. Any person violating any 


of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined in' any sum 
not less than five (95.00) dollars and 
noi more than 125.00 for the first of- 
fense and for the second and succeed* 
ing offense shall be fined not less than 
$10.00 nor more than I35.-00.

BE STIMULATED 
BY LOWER COSTS 


Cleveland Man Predicts Re- 


vival In Home Building 


This Year. 


Declares Time Has Come 
„ To Preach Optimism In 


Building Trades. 


'(By W. L. Ulmer, Cleveland.) 


There is every 
Indication 
that the 
year 1921 will see the first appreciable 
improvement in the housing situation 
that has -been' witnessed 
since 1916. 


While the situation one year ago was 
so acute as to toe alarming, the develop- 
ments of the year were disappointing. 
The amount of new 
construction in 


1920 was 25 per cent less than in 1919. 
The difference is even more striking, 
however, when the fact is noted that 
construction last year was so largely 
Devoted to building, other than of a 
residential character. 
Only one-fifth 


of the total building in 1920 was resi- 
dential against one-third in 1919. 
In. Cleveland, 
the 
largest 
city in 


Ohio, and the Fifth City of the United 
States, even a 
higher 
percentage of 


building wfis in the downtown, congest- 
ed district, and the totals" were swelled 
almost entirely by the huge business 
and professional structures. 


The housing shortage was never more 


acute in the history of the" state than at 
the present time. Never was there of- 
fered a stronger invitation for conserv- 
ative investment nor a surer return on 
the cost of construction. Only through 
overcrowding of dwellings and 
tene- 


ments at abnormally high rental costs,

In the majority of items entering in- 
to the cost of living, there has been a 
lange decrease of price.

ing and food have dropped materially 
in price. There has not been a HimiUr 
decrease in rentals or housing costs. 
Tho law of supply and demand has nev- 
er been- repealed, however. There can 
be no substantial decrease in housing 
costs until the supply of dwellings id 
increased to meet a persistent and in- 
sistent demand. 
Lower 
food 
prices, 


lower clothing costs, lower wages, all 
might tend to force lower housing costs, 
if auch reduction' were possible,»bi|t 
while tttere may be exceptions due to 
local causes, there can be no general 
reduction in rents until more houses are 
erected. 


The housing situation is the gravest, 
almost the only .serious menace to a re 
turn to normal conditions and general 
prosperity. The invitation is wide open 
and the demand most urgent and there 
is every reason to expect that inve-=tord 
will tui'n their attention in the coming 
year to the relief ,of the housing short- 
age. 
The cost of materials in every 


line without exception, has 
dropped. 


There is no longer a shortage of labor 
On the contrary, labor is not only plen- 
tiful, but it is seeking employment at 
wages that have been voluntarily re 
ducexl. 
Moreover, the efficiency of la- 


bor haa increased 1=0 greatly l that this 
factor adds much to its value. Not only 
is it p.o.s.sHblc to hire skilled 
and un 


skilled labor at a lower rate, but this 
labor will 
accomplish more. 
Nor is 
there serious danger .owing to deflated 
conditions of general strikes this year, 
such an blocked many proposed build- 
ing operations last year. Men are seek- 
ing jobs this year and are willing- to 
make good on thorn. 


With lower cost of materials, with 


lower labor costs, with more efficient la- 
bor, with deflation in all departments. 
there is no lea.son why this state should 
not witne.ss a general building Tjoom. 
VV ith a shortage of houses aggregating 
thousands, there is no danger o" f.ver- 
building in the immediate future. Every 
investor can be certain of tenanfs, who 
will pay rent from the day the dwelling 
is completed. 
Ohio, with its growing 


industrial centers is increasing popula- 
tion faster than almost any state in the 
Union. 
Kven if the delayed business 


requirements of the paMt six years are 
met there will bo a constant growth to 
absoib any supply of dwellings, how- 
ever large may be the building program 
of. the near future. 


Aside from Hie high cost of materials 


and labor, there has been in the past 
two or three years, an abnormal inter- 
est rate and a lack of funds to be tound 
in any quarter. 
The indications- are 


that with the general improvement of 
business that 
is just 
ahead in the 
spring, interest rates will 'become more 
normal and funds will be more easily 
obtained to finance building operations. 


One of the most encouraging signs of 


a financial improvement is^ the attitude 
of the Ohio state legislature. It is mak- 
ing an honest effort to ^^!vt the tax 
problems that have brought all Urge 
cities to the \ erge of bankruptcy and 
imposed a serious and threatening' bur- 
den on real estate. 


The enactment ,of the Griswold bill, 


providing that cities 
must 
hereafter 


adopt the pay-as-you-go policy, supple- 
mented by the Taft bill, permitting for 
three years, the elimination of the limi- 
tations of the Smith one per cent law 
by a vote of the people, will stop the 
constantly recurring deficits in munici- 
pal treasuring. 


In the past week, an agreement has 


been readied, 
where 
the representa- 


tives of the rural districts of the state 
will join with, the urban representatives 
in removing from the state constitution 
the ancient and archaic provision known 
as the "uniform rule" in taxation. This 
is a return to financial sanity that will 
speedily relieve real 
estate 
from its 


most menacing burden—a confiscatory 
tax rate. This amendment writing into 
the organic law of the state, the pro- 
vision that real estate shall never pay 
more than one and one-half per cent 
taxes, except toy a direct vote of the 
people. 


When 
these 
proposed changes in 


statute and organic law are officially en- 
acted, there \\ill be removed the men- 
ace that has always threatened real es- 
tate, that mortgages, made for the pur- 
pose of erecting .building's, might be 
called on to pay under 
the 
uniform 


rule, a PI ~>'.nbilive rate of interest, con- 
fiscatory in its operation and keeping 
the cost of building funds so high as to 
l.revent 'he borrowing of money on 
mortgages except at very high interest 
rates. 


This is the hour to preach optimism 


,in tho housing situation. When lower 
cost of materials and labor are re-in- 
forced by the promise of cheaper money 
and reasonable taxation, the outlook is 
brighter than in years. 
But 
actual 


building must precede any .possibility 
of actual relief. 
The path has been 


made smooth, however. 
The obstacles 


have been practically removed. At last 
there is an agreement of all factors, 
tending to start the house building pro- 
gram, with a rush.

West Virginia Governor and 


Successor 
Visit 
Town 


Where Violence Has Held 
Sway For Year. 


Charleston, 
March 
1.— Governor 


John J. 
CornWell, accompanied by 
Governor-elect E. F. Morgan, who sue- 
cee.ds him in office on March 4, Sunday 
visflted and inspected the workings of 
the Willis 
Branch Coal company in 


Fayette county, and the surrounding 
village of Willis Branch, where much 
heavy gun fighting too'.t place Febru- 
ary 19, and 
upon their 
return to 


Charleston announced 'that the town 
resembled having been "literally shot 
off the face of the map." 


The trip was made by the governor 


and his successor in response to a re- 
quest from 'the Willis Branch company 
for additional armed protection. 
The 


governor-elect declined to say what he 
intended to do about the case after as- 
suming office but he made this com- 
ment: 


"It is inconceivable that such Con- 


ditions could 
exist -in this day 
and 


age." 
Governor 
Cornwell, 
however, de- 


scribed conditions there more in detail. 


"It's citizens have abandoned it," he 


said, referring to the village, "leaving 
personal effects, furniture 
and 
live 


stock behind. 
With the exception of 


half-famished dogs, cats "and chickens 
which wander about the streets and a 
squad of state police, on duty near the 
station, the town is devoid of life. The 
company store, office, postoffice, mine 
foreman's home and 63 of the remain- 
ing 67 cottages are riddled with rifle 
bullets. 
The conditions of other cot- 


tages shows they have been burned or 
wrecked with dynamite." 


The governor 
said he learned that 


"every week for the 
past- year the 


town has been shot up." 


Men who work in neighboring mines, 


he added, are blamed by the coal op- 
erators tor those attacks. Until Febru- 
ary 19, the governor said state police 
on duty told him a small number of 
miners and their families remained in 
the village and worked in the mine's. 
The cottages of these, he saicL had 
been reinforced with sheet iron and 
sand bag barricades. For the better 
protection of their families they dug 
cellars 'Where the women and children 
would remain until the nightly snoot- 
ing ceased. 
Reports of the fusillade of February 


19 which filtered in indicated that one 
man was slain. 
The next day, how,- 


ever, the small body of miners and 
their families made a hasty retreat to 
other parts. 
The wreckage in the 
village was 


equalled by the havoc done the mine 
workings, said the governor, and this 
destruction was further described by 
William McKell, the general manager 
of the Willis Branch company. 


"Miners in this whole section", he 


said, "struck September 1, 1919. The 
operators generally yielded to the de- 
mands of the workers, but this com- 
pany decided to make a finish fight of 
it, and it has been a fight ever since. 
Poles carrying electric current to the 
mine were blown up.

was broken into and its 


mJchinery wrecked. The 
tipple was 


fired and badly damaged. On Febru- 
ary 19 the sub station was blown up 
by a charge of dynamite."
